STABS A KEEPER 


A Guard of the State Prison at Columbus, 0., Badly Injured After 
Being Enticed Into the Cell of a Prisoner,

WEAPON MADE BY SHARPENING A PIECE OF WIRE. 





The Assailant Has Sworn He Will Yet Kill the Warden---Some Time Ago He 
Attempted the Life of a Young Woman Bookkeeper. 





n 

There is a prisoner confined in the jail at Columbus, 
O., who is known to the officials of that institution as 
the Prisou Demon. He is a wild, ungovernable per- 
son, and because of his evil disposition one of the 
guards, Samuel D. Blocker, ot Summit county, lies at 
the point of death, with chauces against his recovery, 
having been enticed by the unruly prisoner into the 
latter’s cell aud there cruelly stabbed with a weapon 
that penetrated five inches into the abdomen. 

This is the prisoner who, by his vicious and blood- 
thirsty assaults on attaches of the prison, has recently 
become the most dangerous man in the penitentiary in 
the estimation of the officials. 

He is about twenty-two years of age, aud was sent 
from Montgomery county for burglary 


and larceny. For months he was the 
dread of fellow-prisoners beause of his 
viciousness and ungovernable temper. 


About a year ago his first desperate attack 
was made on a young lady bookkeeper for 
a prison contracting firm. 

He waylaid her and stabbed her a half 
dozen times, coolly wiping the knife upon 
his sleeve and replacing it in his pocket. 
She recovered, and he was given a twelve 
years’ sentence for the crime. His threats 
against officials led to a ball and chain being 
placed ov him. 

His cunning and dexterity soon let him 
escape from this encumbrance at his will, 
and then he was placed ina cell. From 
this he escaped three times, in each case 
previously wotitying the guards that he 
would do so. 

In one of the instances he was found 
hiding bebind a door through which the 
young woman must pass, armed with a 
half of a pair of scissors. In another in- 
stance he wasin the guardroom leading to 
the warden’s office, in search of this official, 
whose life he had declared he would bave. 

Once again he attempted to escape by 
digging out the wall, and was found armed 
with a knife. He was then removed to a 
steel cage specially prepared for him 
and another dangerous man. For some 
time the prison officials have known that 
saws had been passed to him, and they have 
been investigating the matter. He is a 
master in deception, and is as shrewd as a 
fox. 

The other morning at apn early hour, 
as Guard Blocker was passing the cage, 
the prisoner called to bim that ifbe wouid 
come into the cage be would reveal to 
him in a quiet way who the prisoners 
were that had passed the saws ip and what 
the plans were for the escape. 

Blocker, anxious to learn those facts, and 
entertaining the idea possessed by other 
guards that the man was ot so desperate 
as painted, entered the cell. When afew 
feet from the door the prisover struck him 
u sharp blow iu the abdomen, exclaiming: 

“Go on out, I won't give it away.” 

Blocker thought he had been fooled 
and left the cage, feeling at the time a sting 
in his body which he thonght wag caused by 
the blow. Ina short time he was taken 
with hemorrhages, which have since con- 
tinued. ‘The convict had taken the bale from a bucket, 
sharpened it until it was like a hat pin, and this pene- 
trated the victim’s bowels to a depth of over five 
inches. For some time past he hus been on good be- 
havior in an effort to secure his release from the cage, 
but his object, as known to prisoners, was to get an 
opportunity of killing the warden.

WHO IS MATCHED TO FIGHT CHARLEY MITCHELL 


TALKS ABOUT HIS FUTURE

Realizes That as the Recognized Holder of the Title His Duty 
is to Fight Rvery Legitimate Challenger. 





SUMPTUOUS ACCOMMODATIONS FOR HIM ON THE SHIP, 


Eminence in the Pugilistic Profession Commands Attention Which Royalty Might 
Enyy---All Bow to the Man of Mighty Muscle. 





**Jim”’ Jeffries Is going to England on a vacation and 
incidentally to show the blooming Britishers just how 
be knocked the jolly tar out of ‘‘Bob”’ Fitzsimmons 
and captured the enviable distinction of being called 
champion of the world and wearing the “Police 
Gazette” Diamond Belt, emblematic of the title. Jef- 
fries has been sojourning at his home in Los Angeles, 
Cal.,for a month past. He left there a week ago 
bound for Europe. He stopped off at Cinclunats long 
enough to givean exhibition last Sunday afternoon. 
He arrived here a day later and to-morrow he will 
board the Fuerst Bismarck, of the Humburg-American 
line, and sail away for “‘furrin parts.”” He will journey 
across the dark blue seain a style somewhat different 
from that in which his early ancestors left Ireland to 
carve out fortunes in the New World. They were 
quite content to come in the dark and cavernous 
depths of a slow sailing vessel, but none of them had 
attained championship honors of any description. 

Itis different with a mighty aud victorious pugilist. 
When *‘Jinmmy”’ boards the Fuerst Bismarck to-mor- 
row he will be escorted with great humility on the 
part of the sbip’s servants to a luxurious stateroom on 
the upper deck, which has been relinquished in his 
favor by one of the officers. 

He will be the recipient of allthe honors awarded to 
true muscular greatness, and if there are any such 
small fry as foreign ambassadors on board they will be 
made to keenly feel their own interiority. Mr. Jef- 
fries will come pretty near owning the Fuerst Bismarck 
on this voyage. 

Successful pugilism, like successful anything else, 
has its sweets. Mr. Jeftries, in officers’ quarters on the 
Fuerst-Bismarck, willenjoy himself vastly more than 
when hammering rivets in a Los Angeles boiler shop. 

Jeffries spent his last night—how that line suggesis 
a hanging—in New York atthe Vanderbilt Hotel in 
company with ‘Billy’? Delaney, ‘‘“Matty’’ Clune, Mar- 
tin Dowling, “Tommy” Ryan and a few kindred 
spirits, including the representative of the POLICE 
GAZETTK. Of course, the subject that was uppermost 
in the mind of every one present was pugilism, and 
that supremely important occasion when the now emi- 
nent premier of the upper-cut division swiped Mr. 
Fitzsimmons into oblivion in a thoroughly artistic 
and satisfactory manuer was frequently referre:! to. 

“Tt was the Tommy Ryan punch that settled Fitz- 
simmons,” said the burly champion, ‘Tommy is a 
&reat man,a great fighter,the best on earth, He 
showed me the trick. WheulI gave him that left in 
the eleventh round I thought I would plant another in 
the same place, but concluded to let him have the 
right. I think, though, the left would have finished 
him if I had left bim alone, 

“When I went up against Fitz at the start I was a 
little dubious. I had said I would Jick him, but that 
was done to keep up my own Courage, and it was con- 
fidence more than any thing. 

‘In the second round I knew I had him, I then 
said to myself. ‘I can lick this fellow.’ But he gave 
me some rough punches, They say ‘Fitz’ can deliver 
ahard blow. Ugh; youbethecan. I was sore for 
many a day after the fight. He's a gentleman anda 
square fighter, every inch. He’s game, too, and I can 
thank ‘Tommy’ Ryan for teaching me the trick that 
finished him. 

“T could have done it before I did, but I wanted to 
be careful. [saw one or two openings that promised a 
knockout, but I wasn’t taking any chances with such a 
shifty man. I realized before I went into the ring that 
it I didn’t whip ‘Fitz’ my chance would be gone. No

There’s Sharkey; I followed him for six months, He 
ignored me, laughed at me. Well [grinning], he’ll 
sing a different tune when I get him in the ringin 
October.” 

“Will you accept a challenge from Corbett ? ” 

“Humph! Ill take any of’em on; I'll mention no 
names, but I’m open to fight. I'll fight any man in 
the world—in Europe, Australia or any old place, I 
don’t say I’ll lick ’em, but I’ll give ’em a fight.”

And I want to say right 
here I’m not going to do anything to change her 
opinion, John L. Sullivan is my ideal of a prize fight- 
er, all except for one thing. I’m no ‘lusher’ and you 
can bet drink would run me dowu the ladder. 

“I shall conduct myselfas a gentleman and show 
the world that the men of the prize ring are not all 
loafers. Even if I do make my living as a prize fight- 





er, I'll prove that there is at least one gentleman in the 
fistic business.” 

Jeffries will be accompanied abroad by ‘‘Billy’’ De- 
laney and his brother “Jack,"" He will train for the 
contest with Mitchell at Brighton, England, and the 
Californian Hercules is confident that he will polis! off 
the former English boxing champion inside the pre- 
scribed limit, Since his victory over Fitzsimmons, 
Jeffries has been taking the best care of himself, and it 
he continues to observe the rules of health should re- 
main champion for many years tocome.

A Taste for Gore Which Incites FPiery- 
Tempered Men to Murder. 


While the people of Continental Europe, and Paris- 
jans particularly, are bitter in their denunciations of 
pugilism aud fistic contests with gloves, decrying the 
sport as brutal and Iuhuman, they do not themselves 
hesitate to patronize bull fights and kindred pastimes 
which would notbe permitted In any part of Great 
Britain or America. My attention has just been «dl- 
rected to the details ofa fight between a huge lion and 
a powerful Spanish bull, which took place at Roubaix, 
near Paris, France, ou July 15. Fortunately, for hu- 
manity’ssake, the affair was a good deal of a flasco, 
and the appetites of the bloodthirsty Gauls were lett 
unsatisfied, 

The lon did not fight as was anticipated, though for 
a few seconds there was a terrific combat, but it ended 
by the lion slinking into a corner aud a toreador kill- 
ing the bull, 

An enormous throng witnessed the affair. Special 
trains were run from Paris and from the manufactur- 
ing towns of the north, and thousands of people 
poured into Roubaix, Seats in the boxes were sold for 
$25 apiece ond the other prices were in proportion. 

The lion was named Goliath He was captured tn 
Abyssinia six months ago and stands twenty centi- 
metres above any other lion in Europe. He Is eight 
years old. 

The bull was a powerful Spanish oue named Tenaito. 
He had never been conquered by a toreador, though 
he had often been in the ring. He wasa very flerce 
animal, five and one-half years old. 

The animals met in a large ring enclosed by a huge 
cage, When brought out the lion stulked majestically 
into the ring with a roar that shook the arena. The 
crow@cheered and the sound seemed to scare Goliath, 
Then the bull entered, 

He stopped shortas he saw the lion. For almost 
half a minute the two animals stared straight at each 
other. ‘The audience hardly breathed. The silence 
could almost be felt. 

Then the lion turned away indifferently. The spec- 
tators were astonished, So, apparently, was the bull. 
He looked at the lion and pawed the ground, gradu- 
ally worklug himself into a rage. 

Then he dashed at the lion. His sharp horns almost 
swept the ground ashe rushed toward his opponent 
like a whirlwind. But the lion dodged and the horns 
missed him. He did not apparently realize the situa- 
tion. 

The bull turned and ran at him again. This time he 
gored, The lion turned and dashed away with a roar. 
The spectators furious, hissed and yelled “‘Cowari f”’ 

The bull plunged with head down and struck the 
lion again. Witha flerce snarl the king of beasts 
sprang athim. His huge paws clasped the bull by the 
head and throat. Fora few seconds there was a fight 
like a whirlwind. The spectators caught sight of 
gleaming teeth, shaggy mane and sharp horus mixed 
up ju a cloud of dust as the animals struggled fiercely. 
They could see the muscular claws of the lion rending 
the flesh ot the bull. Then the lion sprang to the 
ground and sluuk into a corner. 

The bull, with only one ear and shockingly mangled, 
pluckily followed. The lion would not fight any more. 
The spectators hissed and clamored for his death, For 
twenty minutes there was a riot and part of the audi- 
ence burst into the ring as ifto kill thelion. Others de. 
clared they had bee: cheated. 

Finally to satisfy them, after the lion bad entered 
his cage, a toreador engaged the bull andtleverly killed 
him. 

Civilization has not moved a step forward if the en- 
lightened people of the effete Kast cannot discrimivate 
between scientific pugilism and gory and disgusting 
affairs such as the one described. For those who pre- 
fer bull fighting, budger bating and kindred amuse- 
ments, scientific pugilism bas no charm, for the reason 
that a knowledge of self-defense, as understood in Eng- 
lish-speaking countries, is not appreciated by people 
who evince a preference for the stilletto, bludgeon, 
pistol or knife. Fighting with fists rarely terminates 
in anything more serious than temporary disablement, 
whereas the numerous quarrels where weapons are 
used aimost invariably have a fatal result. English- 
speaking people are superior to the necessity of using 
weapons for purposes of selfdiefense. A sturdy fist, 
with an abundance of muscle behind it and a modicum 
of courage to use it, is far more advantageous for the 
purpose required. It is a latent appetite for blood 
which makes the people of Southern European coun- 
tries revel in inhuman amusements, and it is the grati- 
fication of that sense which inures them to the sight 
of blood and makes them indifferent to the use of the 
stilletto and the knife. 8. C. A.

‘*Tim"’ Kearns, of Boston, took another step in the direction of 
the lightweight championship when he knocked out ‘Jack’ Daly, 
of Wilmiogton, at the Broadway Athletic Club on July 15. During 
the early stages of the battle Daly looked a winner all over. He 
knocked Kearns down in the sixth round and almost hai him out 
when the bell saved him. He recuperated quickly, however, and 
when he came out of his céfner agalu started to turn the tide of 
battle and ultimately succeeded in ‘‘dropping’’ his opponent in the 
twelfth round. 

When the big fellows squared off it was seen that Daly had the 
advantage in height and reach. Daly opened the battle by working 
his left lightly on the head, but he was content to keep at a safe dis- 
tance and nothing of note happened. In the second, after a world 
of fiddling, Kearns got a solid left on the chin and Daly sprinted 
until the close. Kearns gained an advantage io the third by bor- 
fog in with several hard lefis to the neck, but Daly took a hand in 
the proceedings in the next and with a hard left chop started the 
blood flowing from above theeye. Kearns never falvered and kept 
at his man so hard that Daly's face soon showed a crimson stream. 

The pace was a fast one in the fifth roucd, but the most sensa- 
tional fighting occurred fa the sixth. Daly, after dropping a few 
left chops, sent aright swing to the jaw. Kearns wabbied, and 
Daly piled in with heavy punches, finally sending his opponent to 
the floor, The Bostonian got up and cut out a terrific pace, but 
Daly stayed right with him at the game and had the better of the 
round, 

Kearns appeared comparatively fresh in the seventh, and with 
several wicked body punches put Daly on the defensive. Daly was 
still clever and f,ught well at long range, but the body blows that 
Kearns drove in were fast doing the trick. Io the eleventh round 
Daly rained a number of face punches on the other fellow, but 
toward the end Kearns lauded ou the wind, and Daly was in bad 
shape. 

Kearns rushed at his man in the twelfth with swings and jolts, 
but Daly stood them well. While breaki.g from a clinch Kearns 
nearly doubled Daly up with a smash in the wind, ‘Tim" fol- 
lowed up the advantage with a left hook on the jaw, and Daly went 
down and out. 

Ability to stand punishment was the principal thing in Keards’ 
favor. He is a fighter of the whirlwind type and not afraid of 
punishment. He took ahard walloping in the early rounds but 
bored in so persistently that he soon had his opponent tired from 
bis own exertions. Kearns is particularly anxious to shape it 
with Frank Erne, and after the showing he made he is fully en- 
titled to have a try at the cham pion. 

Daly was by far the cleverer man, but Kearns bad the strength 
and this alone enabled him to fight his taller antagonist to a stand- 
still, For half a dozen rounds, Daly easily held his own, but 
Kearns got at him hard and after some furious fighting finally put 
the finishing touches on with a left hook to the jaw shortly after 
the opening of the twelfth round.

POLICE SAVED THE REFEREE. 


His Decision That Barrett Defeated Haley Angered 
the Spectators. 








Referee ‘‘Eddie’’ Dougherty, of the Greenwood Athletic Club of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., had a narrow escape from personal injury from an 
infuriated mob of men who were dissatisfied with the decision 
which he rendered in the fight between ‘‘Patsy’’ Haley and “Billy” 
Barrett. He decided in the latter's favor, whereupon there was a 
rush for the ring, aud bad a dozen or more poli not jumped to 
his rescue he would have been mobbed. The fight occurred on 
July 15, and attracted no little attention for the reason that Bar- 
rett had won a decision over Haley in a ten-round bout. The 
latter had demanded a return match and his friends were prepared 
to bet all kinds of money upon the outcome. The fight was a hard 
one for twenty rounds, Haley having a decided advantage in the 
majority of the rounds. 

After some fiddling in the first round Haley went in and 
sla mmed the left twice with considerable force on Barrett's eye and 
jaw. The latter did not know what he was about and Haley 
trounced bim bard. They mixed it up at a lively rate in the 
second. Haley got away from vicious swings and with a straight 
jub made Barrett's mouth bleed. Haley was all over Barrett in 
thethird. Near the close, though, he hit “‘Patsy” hard in the wind 
and Haley clinched. 

Barrett was uusteady in the fourth, and on trying to lead fell flat 
on all fours. Barrett was hissed for taking advantage of Haley by 
smashing the latter on the jaw in the fifth, after Haley had 
manfully stepped aside after knocking Barrett down. Haley was 
aggressive in the sixth, aud split Barrett’s right eye. Barrett

for ‘*Billy"’ Needham of St. Paul, whom he fought at the Pelican 
Club of Brooklyn, N. Y.,on July 15. ‘‘Billy’ Whistler was

Hamilton had the fight well in hand from the beginning, showing 
superior hitting power and aggressiveness.

The weights were announced as 125 pounds, but Needham looked 
to be heavier. Hamilton had the better of the first round, landing 
two gvod body blows.

BOOMING THE BOXING GAME 


International Matches Will be Plentiful in America Next Season 
if Burge, Jordan and Craig Come Over.

Willie Always-on-the-spot Brady is in Lon- 
dov. I know this because wherever Willie goes there are 
pyrotechnics, and the years are many and the time re- 
mote since English pugilistic circles were so stirred up 
and excited as now. Willie has appealed to the avari- 
cious soul of the English boxer, and the result will be 
an influx of foreign talent to our shores, which augurs 
well for the success of the boxing game in the metrop- 
olis during the forthcoming season. 

—and only the best will be with us, although that 
doesn’t promise much, for the number of first-class 
men in Eugland now might be counted upon the 
fingers of one hand, and of those two at least, Frank 
Craig, “the Coffee Cooler,” and “Bobby” Dobbs, are 
Awericans. Butsuch as they are we want them over 
here for international purposes and just to cinch our 
cluim to being the greatest pugilistic nation on top of 
the earth, 

Brady has displayed much wisdom in selecting de- 
sirable talent for boutsin America. ‘Ben’ Jordan is 
offered a purse of $5,000 to meet any American in his 
class. Of course a legitimate opponent for Jordan 
would be George Dixou, and everybody is a: xicus to 
have them meet again. While not wishing to detract 
one iota from the credit due to Jordan tor defeating 
Dixon, it must be admitted that the latter was not bim- 4 
self on that eventful night, and fought in poorer form 
than I bad ever seen him fight before. He has been 
rather more conscientious In his manner of living of 
late than for some time past, and if another match is 
made he may be depended upon to be in something 
like his old-time condition. 

Next in demand is “Dick” Burge, to whom a $5,000 
purse is offered to meet anybody in bis class. Burge’s 
inability to scale the lightweight limit forces him to go 
into the welterweight division, and there we find 
‘Mysterious Billy” Smith fairly aching for a chance 
to get at him, or, for that matter, “Joe” Walcott could 
frame up a pretty good argument at any old weight 
Burge would care to go at. 

For “Bobby” Dobbs and Frank Erne, $4,000 is 
oftered, and I fancy something will be doing in 
the way ofa match when Erne and “Jim” Kennedy, 
his manager, reach London, i a few weeks. Another 
offer is $4,000 for a fight between Frank Craig, 
“the Coffee Cooler,’ and “Tommy” Ryan, but 
the latter’s pronounced aversion to fighting colored 
men, presumably for the reason that by advancing this 
objection he can evade a meeting with ‘Joe’ Walcott, 
preciudes the likelihood of his accepting Craig for an 
opponent. McCoy, however, wouldn’t be averse to 
gathering ina little sure money by defeating ‘the 
Cooler,” and in the event of his refusing, there are two 
or three among thenew comers, Root, Moffatt or 
“Jeff Thorne, who wouldjump at a chance to fight 
Craig. 

Taking it allin all, Brady is making the pugilistic 
game boom in England, and in all probability some 
fine international matches will be the outcome of his 
endeavors.

One of the most flagrant cases of a “ fake” 
ever imposed upon a patient, long suffering, innocent 
and enduring public is the alleged kinetoscope pho- 
tograpbs of the Jeffries-Fitzsimmons fight, which are 
now being extensively exhibited throughout this 
country. Theunprincipled promoters of the enterprise 
had the temerity to have a couple of mixed-ale scrap- 
pers, made up with wigs, etc.,to represent *Fitz” and 
Jeftries as they appeared in the ring at Coney Island 
on thateventful night, and go through a lot of fake 
fighting manoeuvres before a reproducing camera. 
Nobody who saw the actual fight could be misled or 
easily tooled by the “fake” exhibition, but unfortun- 
ately there are thousands of people who did not see the 
actual fight, and who, for that matter, never saw 
either of the fighters, and it is upon the credulity of 
these unfortunates that the promoters of the ‘fake’ 
pictures depend for the success of their questionable 
scheme. To satisfy my own curiosity I attended an 
exhibit of the pictures one night last week and am 
willing to say now, without fear of contradiction, that 
not an incident of the genuine fight was correctly re- 
produced. The spectators at the ringside in the al- 
leged pictures consist of alot of street gamins, doubt- 
less hired for the occasion, to make up the assemblage 
and applaud when called upon todo so. Not a single 
face umong the spectators is recognizable, notwith- 
standing that all around the ringside were men whose 
faces are known in every city, town and hamlet from 
Maine to Oregon. 

Asa matter of fact, an elaborate atterapt was made 
to photograph the fight at Couey Island. The effort 
wasa failure, however, and the films were absolutely 
useles:. Fitzsimmons, Jeffries, Julian, Brady and 
others who were interested in the success of the enter- 
prise subsequently admitted that the picture taking ef- 
fort was a failure and lamented the loss of several 


hundred thousand dollars which they might have 


profited through a splendid scheme which had been 
perfected to exhibit the photographs all ever the world. 
The promoters of the “fake” reproduction are bene-

Lipscomb uttered acry of pain and grappled with 
Carlisle. Others then seized the shooter and disarmed 
him.

Carlisle was burried away and locked up in the county 
jxil. Heappeared to be too much under the influence 
of liquor to make a statement, 

Physicians who were present pronounced the wound 
mortal, and he died in less than an hour, with his 
head resting on his wife’s lap.
